Tokio.—(Special Correspondence.)—It is 
a great thing to be a mighty general 
and lead your soldiers’ to victory in 
war. It is greater sti to be at ‘the 
head of a nation during a war and man- 
age its finances and government in 
such a2 way as to bring that warto a 
successful conclusion, and greater than 
all to be able to take hold of the gov- 
ernment when the war is over and di- 
rect it along the iines of prosperity in 
the arts of peace. 

The Story of Katsura. 


All these things form a part of the 
past life‘and the present situation of 
Marquis Taro Katsura, who is now the 
Premier and also the Finance Minister 
of the Japanese empire. Born in 1847, 
when James K. Polk was president of 
the United.States. and only six) years 
before Commodore Perry made his first 
expedition to Japan, he fought, as a 
boy, for the Emperor in the civil. war, 
which made hfsMajesty the rekl ruler, 
of the Japanese people. Shortly after 
that he was sent to Germany to study 
military science, and when he returned 
was made vice minister of the War De- 
partment. ” 

When the Japan-China trouble broke 
out Katsura was made the commander 
of a division, and held that position 
under several’ premiers. As suct+ he has 
had much to do with bringing — the 
armyj to-its. preset efficiency, and 
when the war: with Russia broke out, 
the, in the meantime having been ele- 
vated to the premiership, was.of the 
greatest value to thhis country in carry- 
ing on that great struggle.

That was in 1906. Now, only three 
years later, we find the great warrior 
marquis again at the head of the gov- 
ernment. The Emperor and his leading 
advisers, including the chief statesmen 
and financiers of Japan, have decided 
that the country de going too fast and 
that its bus s needs reorganization.

“How about your forelgn trade? Is it 
increasing ?’’” | 

“It has been doing so almost steadily 
until within the - past . year. During 
1908 the whole world has been spend- 
ing le@s than usual. The hard times 
have cut down the purchase of every 
nation, and Japan hag had’‘to suffer 
with the rest. As to the increase of our 
trade, in 1877 our exports were a little 
more than 23,000,000 yen. Thirty years 
later they were more than 432,000,600 
yen. In that, peroid they rose from 34 
cents to $4.48 per head. This increase 
of our exports has continued, and in 
1699 thev reached more than $100,- 
000,000 per year. They have since ex- 
ceeded twice that amount in several 
years, and they will probably amount 
to more than $200,000.000 in 1909. As 
to our imports, in 1877 thev were al- 
most $14,000,000 and in i907 they ap- 
proximated $280,000,000. The increase 
in these thirty years in our foreign 
trude, including ‘both exports and im- 
ports, aggregate more than 875,000,000 
yen, or almost $440,000,000. I see no 
reason why this increase should not gd 
on.’’ 

“Has your foreign trade been much 
benefited by the subsidies which you 
give your merchant marine?’ 

“Yes, we must have shipping, and 
with a country like ours, it fs Impossf- 
ble for us to build up a merchant ma- 
rine without subsidies. We think it 
has paid us to give them. and they 
will be continued for some years to 
come. When the shipping interests are 
to stand alone they will 
be withdrawn.

“What are the prospects of the Chinese 
combining with the Japanese to furnish 
capital for its development?” I asked. 

‘They are not good just now. Both 
countries are in need of money, and they 
have*but little for undertakings outside 
their own territories. There is a union 
of Chinese and Japanese capital as to 
the exploitation of iarge tracts of for- 
estalong the Yalu River and this prom- 
ises to pay well. As to Manchuria it- 
self, it is an enormous territory, with 
vast tracts of rich land and great min- 
eral possibilities. The country has not 
been carefilly prospected, and no one 
knows juet what. it contains. It has a 
large population, and it will eventually 
be a valuable market. We are anxious 
to see the country develop, and 
want, of course, to get as much of the 
market as possible.”

(and stuck together witt an adhesive 
substance, and a thread with a knot at 
the end, pulled through It from the 
“wings,” so that it filles to bits when 
the gun is fired, is “chow it is done,” 

Old Trickery Exposed. 


Generally, the more dangerous a feat 
appears, the more carefully is all dan- 
ger guarded against. In the “William 
Tell’ act the thread is often tied to 
the assistant’s foot When, again, the 
ash is shot off a cigar which the aa< 
sistant is smoking, a pfece of wire 
Is pushed ‘by his tongue through a hol- 
lowed passage in the cigar—thue 
thrusting off the ash at the moment 
of firing. 

A favorite but simple trick fs the 
shooting from some distance at am 
orange held in a lady’s hand. Great ap- 
Plause is invariably forthcoming on 
her cutting open the fruit. when the 
bullet drops out. It is inserted by 
hand earlier in the evening. 

Snuffing the Candle. 


Another popular trick is that of enut 
fing out lighted candles. Half a dozen 
are placed in front of a screen, in 
which as Many small holes are bored, 
one @egainst each candle-wick. At the 
moment of firing a confederate behind 
the screen sharply blows out each can- 
die with a pair of bellows. This triok 
was accidentally exposed one evening 
by a too zealous assistant. The lady {n 
the gallery pulled the trigger, but her 
rifle failed to go off; the candle, how- 
ever, wert out jjust the same. 

In most instances where a ball or 
other object has to be hroken on a Iiv- 
ing person’s head blank cartridge i 
used, and the effect produced by other 
means, as so nalvely admitted by Mr. 
Graydon. A special wig, with a spring 
concealed in it, worked by a wire under 
the clothes, is generally used, the con- 
federate manipulating the spring simul- 
taneously with the firing of the rifle. 
As the ball is of extremely thin glass, 
a mere touch suffices to shatter it. 

The “Dummy” Bullet. 


In these exhibitions some of the rifle

thin wax, blackened to resemble a 
leaden bullet.

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HOW TO SOLVE HER SEWERAGE PROB 


> _* 


Interesting Report Made by Expert Sent by The Constitu- 
tion to City Situated Almost Exactly. 
Like Atlanta Is. 


By PAUL H. NORCROSS, of the Solomen-Norcress Co. 


In a recent article published by The 
Constitution. the writer described the 
existing unsanitary conditions of the 
etreams, and the contiguous territory, 
at and near the boundaries of our 
city, same being caused daily by the 
discharge of our sanitary or dry 
weather sewage into these streams, 
from our trunk sewers, which convey 
the city's filth. 

In a later article, the different modern 
methods of sewage disposal and purifi- 
cation were described, and a graphical 
diagram and brief description of the 
now most widely accepted method of 
purification, namely} septic tank, and 
supplementary processes, Was given. 
Recommendations for Atlanta, of a gen- 
eral nature, were made, and fm support 
of the latter article and for the bene- 
fit of all tax-payers, who are naturally 
fnterested in having Atlanta ect prompt- 
ly in the fight for better municipal 
housekeeping, and proper disposal of 
her sanitary wastes, The Constitution 
emptoyed the wrifer to make a trip of 
investigation to Columbus, Ohlo, as that 
city, which is of about the same size 
as Atlanta, hes built and now operates 
probably the largest plant for sewage 
purification in this country. The writer 
spent one week in Columbus, investigai- 
ing thoroughly all of the improvements 
and purification plant, collecting pho- 
tographs, drawings and valuable data 
on Columbus’ plan of procedure and 
operation. This data forms the basis 
for the text of this article, and should 
be interesfing to those desirous for the 
future welfare and health of Atlanta. 

Columbus, Ohio, deserves specia] men- 
tion as being the first city of its size 
in the United States that took the 
nec@éssary steps to correct the evils re- 
Sulting from the discharge of sanitary 
wastes into the small runaing streams 
that run through and across her cor- 
porate limits, namély, the Olentaagy 
river, the Scioto river and Alum creek. 
The two: former n&med streams are 
streams of about the same size as 
Peachtree creek under normal condi- 
tions, but with greater fluctuations of 
high and low water, due to the differ- 
ence of watershed, that of Peachtree 
creek being unlike those of the Ohio 
streams. ‘he facts leading up to the 
voting of sufficient bonds, organiging 
of engineering forces, and the neces- 
sary legal and other steps, would not 
be of interest here, but a brief deserip- 
tion of the manner in which the city 
of Columbus proceeded before design- 
ing and constructing her sewage dis- 
posal plant is worthy of mention. 
Numerous engineering experts, both 
local and from other cities, had testi- 
fied to the necessitv of treatment of 
Columbus sewage, before discharging 
same into the above mentioned streams, 
as the nulsance created was becoming 
worse each year. Several methods were 
recommended, the successful and eco- 
nomic operation of which were more or 
less dependent on the construction ma- 
terial available, available site or location 
for the plant, the chemical composi- 


“tion of the raw sewage, and the rate 


of flow, etc, of sanitary sewage in 
Columbus, Ohio. The authorities in 
charge decided, after much deliberation, 
to construct a sewage testing station, 
and, by extended experiments, deolde 
On a practical and economical method 
for collecting and disposal of the 
weather sewage of Columbus. Subse- 
quently the above mentioned testing 
plant was designed and built and op- 
erated continually for a period of about 
One year, starting August, 1904, and 
continued until July, 1905. The design, 


eonstruction and operation of this teste. 


ing plant was done under the direction 
of a competent expert, with a party of 
15, consisting of engineers, chem sts, 
bacteriologists, with the additional aid 
of necessary carpenters, plumbers, la- 
borers, etc. The cost of the bufldings, 
plant, chemical apparatus and the op- 
eration amounted to about $44,000, orf 
practically the interest for one year ona 
the original bonds voted for the sewage 
disposal works. 

The results obtained by this method or 
procedure were eminently satisfactory, 
ind the information thus secured was of 
much a nature as to make subsequent 
lesign, construction and operation of ths 
proposed sewage purification works a 
nore easily determined and less ques- 
Sonable proposition.

Drainage, Districts of Columbas, Ohio. 


' To better describe the plant and opera- 
‘tion of the same at Columbus, Ohio, the 
| writer has prepared a map showing how 
ithe city is divided into three sewerace 
or drainage districts, namely: 

1. The west side dtstrict. 

2. The main sewerage district, which 
is the business section of the city. 

3. Alum creek district, which is 
eastern portion of the city. 

The city limits of Columbus, Ohio, 4s- 
sume practically the form of a Maltese 
cross. The Olentangy river flows in 2 
‘southerly direction until it meets tne 
Scioto river, and together with the ial- 
ter stream divides the west side d:+- 
trict from the main district. The eas'- 
ern drainage boundaries of the latter 
district also act as the boundary of the 
Alum. creek district, which, as befor 
stated, is the eastern portton of the 
city. 

By a heavy dotted line along the ¢a;- 
bank of the Olentangy and Scioto riv- 
ers is shown the“ location of an inter- 
cepting sewer. All of the main sewers 
in the main sewerage district discharge 
into this imterceptor, in dry weath>d: 
times. «at storm weather times, when 
the Scioto river is at flood stage, ths 
intercepting sewer has a number of over- 
flows, which carry the sanitary and 
etorm sewage into the Scioto river. \' 
the point marked “east side pumpin: 
station,’’ in the Alum creek district, the 
sewage is collected, and this station 
pumps the dry weather flow up over 4 
ridge initio the main district, where it 
then carried by gravity to the iIntercep‘- 
ing sewer. This interceptor conveys 4l! 
of the sewage in the main sewerage dis- 
trict and Alum creek district to a point 
on the west bank of the Scioto river, 
where is located the main sewage pump- 
ing station. At this point the west side 
district sewage is collected by gravity, 
and all of the sewage from the three 
arainage districts in Columbus $18 
brought to one point, where is built and 
operated the large pumping station tor 
the purpose of forcing the sewage (lv 
the sewage purification plant, which Is 
about 1% miles further south on the 
West bank of the Scloto river.

Types of Sewers in Columbus, Ohie. 


All of the sewers in the wert district 
are of the separate type, which is the 
newly-built up portion of the city. All 
of the sewers In the malin sewerage 
district are of the combined type, which

city, and the sewers in the Alum creek 
district are now operated on the com- 
bined system, but are designed and 
bulit for the separate type of sewerage 
system. This is mentioned because of 
the fact that in « former article the 
writer discussed the relative merits of 
these two types of sewers. 


Sewage Purification Plant. 


At the main sewage pumping plant 
are located five centrifugal pumps. for 
the pumping of the collected sewage 
from Columbus, Ohio, to the sewage 
disposal works. This plant is now in 
operation, and is working very satis- 
Zactorily. At a point about | 3-4 miles 
below is located the purification works. 
This point was selected for several rea- 
eons, First, because it was the only 
practicable point where ail of 
sewage from the city of Columbus 
could be treated at one plant. Sec- 
ond, it ig far enough removed from the 
center of the city (practieally 34% miles 
from the city hall) to prevent there 
ever being any trouble from nuisances. 
The site is also naturally adapted for 
works of this character, and was pur- 
chased at a reasonable price. The sew- 
age is now pumped to the works 
through a 48-inch €. L pipe force main, 
and thus delivered to the upper end of 
the septic tanks. 

The plant consists of the following: 
Septic tanks, which are divided into 
six different compartments, four pri- 
mary septic tanks, into which the sew- 
age is first discharged, and the other 
two, secondary tanks, from which the 
septic effluent is drawn off. ‘The 
tanks are all uncovered, and when ful! 
have practically !2 feet of sewage in 
them. The primary tanks are 86 feet 
6inches wide by 150 feet long. and the 
secondary tanks are all 116 feet 6 inches 
wide by 262 feet long.

8,020,000 gallons. These tanks are 
properly provided with necessary valves, 
for inlet and outjet, sludge drains, blow 
offs, and, in fact, all mecessary ap- 
purtenances for their proper operation. 
They are so constructed that all or one 
of the tanks can be used independent 
of the others, depending on the flow of 
sewage. Photographs No. | and No. 2 
are views of the septic tanks before and 
after they are filled with sewage. In 
Operation, raw sewage is pumped into 
the upper end of the tanks, and in 
passing through the sewage will remain 
in the tanks a period of about 8 or 9 
hours. The septic effluent is drawn off 
ata constant rate, as nearly as possible. 
The total amount of sewage pum in 
during the day governs the rate at 
which it is drawn off. As described 
in a previous article, the action ‘of a 
septic tank is of an anaerobic nature, 
namely, the sewage while being passed

These tanks 
are so arranged above the banks of the 
Scioto river that this sludge can be dis- 
charged initio the river at high water 
peniods, also in the event the sewage 
overflows the septic tanks, there is a 
by-pass for same into the stream. These 
tanks are built entirelY of concrete, and 
are Of permanent construction. Their 
normal capacity is 20,000,000 gallons per 
24 hours. The flexible arrangemenis 
for working the tanks for the varying 
volume of flow depending upon the see- 
son of the year, and the time of day, 
and the operation of same, which began 
in the eariy fall of 1908, has shown 
conclusively that this type of septic 
tank is practicabie. 

The rate of flow, since tanks have 
been in operation, has varied from 10 
million gallons to 1!6,.6 million gallons 
per 24 hours. The writer secured a 
great deal of data from the authorities 
in charge, showing the actual results 
obtained.

Prices are still several hun- 
dred points under ruling prices for 
Several years, and considering the fact 
that mills are now running fui time, 
and the general outlook tmproving, 
there appears to be no substantial rea- 
son for expecting any serious decline. 

The advance has apparently checked 
the demand temporarily, and it looks 
as though the spinners are ing to 
hold off, hoping to discourage the hold- 
ers and bring about a depression’ in 
prices. Such a move does not seem 
likely to bring about the desired results. 
Reports: from Texas and the territory 
west of the Mississippi river, as well 
as from the eastern belt indicate that 
there is littie likelihood of offerings be- 
coming heavy, unless prices cross 10c 
—in fact, it is doubtful whether this 
price would move much coiton, ai- 
though, of course, there is a fair amount 
which would come out, 

The improvement in prices has come 
much earlier than was generally expect- 
ed, and a great many Investors, who ex- 
pected to profit by the advance, have 
been left out, and are awaiting the first 
fair decline on which to make pur- 
chases. A great number of mills have 
also delayed placing their hedges, hop- 
ing for a lower level, and the buying 
from this source will be heavy should 
prices be forced down around 9 !-4c for 
the summer months. Altogether, it 
looks probable that there will be good 
support forthcoming on every moderate 
dip, and there seems little in the sit- 
uation to justify short sales. 

Foreign advices are optimistic. Re- 
ports from Germany are to the effect 
that spinners are engaged ful! for the 
first quarter of the year, and partially 
for the second, and that business for 
the latter {is an exception; also that the 
mills everywhere are working full time 
Liverpool cables, ‘“‘No short-time  ex- 
pected in Manchester.”

In a communication to the president, 
Secretary of State Root reports the ef- 
fort made last June by a commission

The 
commissioners wanted the United States 
to guarantee the political and territo- 
rial integrity of Liberia. This was en- 
lirely impractical. 

The plan also contemplated enlisting 


the aid of other governments having in- 
terests on the .west. coast of Africa, it 
was based upon an effort made twelve 
years ago to secure the cooperation .of 
the United States and Great Britain in 
promoting the welfare of Liberia. 
Copies of the pro-memoriae then ex- 
changed were recently sulbmitted to con- 
gress by President Roosevelt. Ambas- 
gador Pauncefote wrote on March 8, 
1897, suggesting that his country and 
our own should ‘‘make a joint declara- 
tion of the special interest taken by 
them in the independence of that re- 
public.” John Sherman, then secretary 
of state, declared the interest of the 
United States in this “offshoot of the 
community of the United States.” 


England’s Interest in Liberia. 


In a letter from Sir Edward Grey to 
Whitelaw Reid, our ambassador to Lon- 
don, written last July, occurs the fol- 
lowing paragraph in the course of a 
criticism of the administration of the 
financiad and legal affairs of Liberia: 

“That reforms are required in one 
other branch at least his majesty’s gov- 
ernment have reason to know, for 
among the chief difficulties which his 
majesty's government experiencesin re- 
gard to Liberia are the frequent ocom- 
plaints received from British subjects 
as to the treatment they receive in the 
Liberian courts, If, therefore, the 
United States government could gee 
their way to introducing reforms i 

the judiciary, either by. lending the 
services of an Official to. act as judicial 
advisor or in some other manner, much 
go00d would, in the opinion of his ma- 
jesty’s governmeny be derived not only 
by the various subjects of foreign na- 
tionalities resident in the country, but 
also by the Liberians themselves. 
While calling attention more especially 
to this one branch of the administra- 
tion which ‘thas been a frequent source 
of trouble, I need hardly add that his 
majesty’s government would welcome 
the cooperation of the government of 
the United States with them in Liberia 
in any other manner which may appear 
more suitable or more desirable on a 
consideration of all the circumstanres,”’ 


Effort to Maintain Independence. 


The overtures of the Liberian com- 
missioners who sought the aid of this 
government in maintaining the inde- 
pendence of Liberia, and the historic 
events leading up to I!t, are best told 
in the letter of Secretary Root to the 
president in advising the appointment 
of a commission to tnvestigate and rec. 
ommene a course for the future. He 
says 

“The particular form of assistance 
which’ the commissioners contemplated 
in their application was chiefly a guar- 
anty by the United States of the terri- 
torial and political integrity of Liberia, 
with such reservations and upon such 
conditions #& might be agreed upon.

ALLEGED FRAUDS 
ON PENSION ROLLS 


ManyCountiesThat Draw 
High Per Capita Rate. 


me ee - 


Ninth Congressional District 
Gets More Pension Money 
Than Any Other Three, Bar- 
ring the Fifth. 


Almost every year attention is called 
to suspeX<ted frauds in the state’s pen- 
sion rolls, the matter is discussed for a 
little while, and then it is forgotten 
until the time for another annual pay- 
ment rolis round, 

Occasionally the matter is discussed 
on the floor of the house or the senate, 
the legislators listen and then—do noth- 
ing. 

Commissioner of Pensions J. W. Lind- 
sey is convinced that there are nu- 
merous frauds in the matter of collec- 
tion of pensions from the state, and 
that much money ‘could be saved by a 
proper syetem of inspection. 

Neither the pension commissioner nor 
others who thhave imvestigated-the mat- 
ter’ have made any specific charges, 
but they have presented certain facts 
in a general way, and from these they 
think no other conclusion can be drawn. 

For example, it is pointed out that 
the ninth congressional district, which 
sent comparatively few soldiers into 
the Confederate service, now draws 
more money from the state than any 
other three districts, bareing the fifth, 
which contains Filton ‘county. The 
ninth draws considerably more than 
the fifth alone. 

More pensions are paid in Fulton than 
any other single county in the estate. 
largely for the reason that veterans 
and widows gathered here whenever 
they could to be near the state treas 
_ury and get the cash as soon ae it was 
|ready for distribution. Until the quar- 
terly payment plen was introduced 
jlast year, the veterans and widows in 
| Fulton were always paid first. 

Wide Differences tn Payments. 


| But even with this large gathering of 
| veterans in Fulton, the amount patd 
‘out in pensions here is only mbout 40 
‘cents per capita of population, while in 
some other counties which are known 
'to have furnished comparatively few 
‘soldiers, it is more than twice that 
amount. 
', In Hebersham county, for examiple, 
with a population of 10,125 under the 
census Of 1900, the pension payment 
thie year wes $10,390, or more than &! 
per capita. In Banks county the pay- 
ments amount to nearly $! per capita; 
in Rabun, about 76 cents: in White, 
about 80 cents, and they are in similar 
preportion almost throughout the coun- 
ties of the ninth distric«. 

Chatham .county ie eaid to nave fur- 
nished more soldiers to the confeder- 
acy than any other county In the etate, 
yet the pension payments in that coum- 
ty are about 13 cents per capita. In

These facts have led to the conclu- 
sion that there are some persons prac- 
ticing fraud against the state, yet 
there ts no way of detecting it, since 
when the papers are sent in properly 
wertified and sworn to, the pension 
commission can do nothing but approve 
the claim. 

An instance of attempted fraud came 
to light only a short time ago. An 
applicant sent in his papers and used 
every influence to secute the approval 
of hie claim. Unfortunately for him, he 
disclosed the fext that his only service 
consisted in that of guard at a con- 
script camp. He was never enlisted in 
the army, and never S@wWw 4 lime of 
battle. When this fact was learned, 
hie claim was promptly disapproved. 
Later the applicant attempted to ab- 
stract his papers from the commission- 
er’s office, presumably with a view to

clusively on corn most usually prepared 
by boiling corn meal in salt water called 
“polentia’’ in Italy. Dr. Lavinder states 
that in pellagrous countries the corn is 
often of a poor quality, gathered betore 
maturity and not properly cured anti 
stored, so that parasites more easily 
develop upon it. 

Pellagra is both an endemic and epi- 
demic disease, which occurs in those 
who feed on diseased maize, and 's8 
characterized by an erythema of th:3 
skin, digestive disturbances and nervous 
disturbances. It may terminate in sucn 
serious conditions as grave cachexia or 
insanity; it ie periodic in its manifesta- 
tions, and usua:y appears with the b- 
ginning of. spring, ameliorates during 
summer, and ordinarily in winter th 
Symptoms disappear to such an extent 
as Often to give the false idea of re- 
covery. So long as the cause persists, 
however, it reappears each year. 

How Disease Begins. 


“The disease usually begins with g48- 
‘ tro-intestina] disturbances,” says Assist- 
ant Surgeon Lavinder, “followed short-

One Londoner in Every Fourteen 
Obiect of Charity 


In Eugland and Wales of Every 
Twenty Persons One Is a Pauper. 
Remarkable Book on Pau- 
perism Issued by the 
Government, 


London, January 30.—Of every four- 
teen persons In London one is a pauper. 
Of every twenty persons in all Eng- 
land and Wales one is a pauper. 

This is the pith of a remarkable blue- 
book on poor law relief issued by the 
local government board. This return ts 
the first serious attempt made to state 
exactly the number of persons who re- 
ceive poor law relief in the course of 
a year. The poor law commission 
asked for precise figures, and accord- 
ingly the local government board pre- 
pared special forms for guardians to 
keep a register of all paupers relieved 
between October |, 1906, and Septem- 
ber 31, 1907. 

Every union kept the register except 
Bridgnorth, where the guardians per- 
sistently refused to furnish the desired 
particulars. <A note is inserted regret- 
ting that any board ‘‘should have shown 
themselves so lacking in appreciation 
of the objects of the return.”’ 

The most pregnant paragraph in the 
memorandum is as followeg: 

“On the estimated population of Eng- 
land and Wales in the year 1!907, vig: 
34,945,600 persons, the number of 
paupers shown amounted to one in 
every twenty persons, Or 4,9 per cent. 
The proportion of pauperism in Lon- 
don, with an estimated population of 
4,758,218, was much higher, being equal 
to one in fourteen persons, or 7.! per 
cent.”’ 

Figures Analyzed. 


The following table shows how the 
total number of persons relieved (ex- 
cluding lunatics and casuals) was made 


Total number of paupers, 1.709, 436. 
bers of 305,568 families. 

Of the aggregate total relieved 995,- 
994 persons were made up of the mem- 

Indoor relief was given to 802,752 
persons, and outdoor relief to 1,138,507. 
Nearly a third of the total Of persons 
relieved received assistance during the 
entire year, and 1I2 per cent were re- 
lieved for periods exceeding six months, 
but less than a year. 

Hence, says the report, more than two- 
fifths of the aggregate pawperisem of 
the year was virtually of a permanent 
character. 

In other words, England has a stand- 
ing army of 683,775 paupers, with more 
than a million auxiliaries.

London has the highest proportion of 
paupers of any county in the kingdom. 
Norfolk comes next. Hereford, Suffolk, 
Essex and Dorset have beaween 6 and 
7 per cent. Oxford, Wilts, Monmouth 
and Buckingham have between 5.5 and 
6 per cent, while the lowest of all fa 
Westmoreland, with under 3 per cent.

of R. (iB. Toy, of the Phillips & Crew 


Company, of Atlanta, recently resigned 
from @he chair of Hebrew and other 
Oriental languages at Harvard univer- 
sity. Professor Toy is 72 years of age 
and is one of the most profound scholars 
living. 

in 1870, when Dr. Toy was studying 
in Berlin, adding. to his limited funds 
by reading and explaining American his- 
tory to some sprigs of nobility who were 
giated for the German diplomatic ser- 
vice. and writing the German deriva- 
tives for the revised edition of Webdster’s 
Dictionary, there came to him a com- 
munication from the Paris bureau of 
The New York Heral6, asking if he 
would undertake a commission to g0 
to Rome and report the proceedings of 
the coming great ecumenical council. 

it will be remembered that it was 
rumored that at this council there would 
be promulgated the dogma of the in- 
fallibility of the pope when epeaking “ex 
cathedra.”’ 

It was a very serious undertaking, re- 
quiring a good knowledge of modern 
Latin as spoken by the prelates of the 
church, with the ability to quickly turn 
this into French, preserving the spiritual! 
and philosophical meaning of the origi- 
na] Latin. The work was undertaken 
however, by Dr. Toy, and furnished with 
credentials from his friend, Mr. Ban- 


> 


. croft. then American minister at Berlin, 


and all necessary papers from Paris, 
he was received at the vatican with 
great cordiality, and afforded an audi- 
ence with the venerable Pope Pius IX 
in reference to the work. 

It is a matter of record that this work, 
covering many weeks, was well and 
faithfully done, and Dr. Toy returned 
to Berlin, but was not forgotten by the 
vatican authorities, for he was accorded 
the freedom: of the great vatican lbra- 
ry, and several years afterwards spent 
many weeks searching through old man- 
uscripts and ancient records of the books 
of the Old Testament. Later on he was 
designated as a representative of Har- 
vard university at the coronation of 
and the invitation sént to him 
on that occasion is a feeautiful docu- 
ment on parch nent, illuminated and ele- 
Zantiy engrossed.

prisoners Itallan. Exchanged, Dr. Toy re- 
entered the confederate service, but the next 
vear he was elected professor of natural 
philosophy at the Urfiversity of Alabama, 
and taught there until the buildings were 
burned in a federal cavalry raid in 1866.
